MONTGOMERY, Ala, Details 
preliminary to setting up a teach- 
er pension plan in Alabama were 
heing worked out today by W. H., 
McGregor, newly-appoined secre- 
tary-treasurer of the State teach- 
er retirement board, 

Appointment of McGregor, re- 
cently assistant secretary of the 
Alabama Education Association, 
was announced late yesterday by 
Dr, A. H,.

MANISTEE, Mich, Robert 
Wadlow, the 22-year-old Alton, 
Ill., ‘giant’ who was 8 feet 9% 
inches tall and was believed the 
world's tallest man, died here early

WASHINGTON, July 19, The 
text of President Roosevelt's radio 
address last night to the Demo- 
cratic National Convention, when 
he accepted the nomination to run 
for a third term, follows: 


Members of the convention my 
friends; 

It is with a very full heart that 
1 speak tonight, 1 must confess 
that I do so with mixed feelings 
because I find myself, as almost 
everyone does sooner or jJater in 
his lifetime, in a confliet between 
deep personal desire for retirement 
on the one hand, and that quiet, 
invisible thing called “conseience”’ 
on the other hand, 

Because there are self-appointed 
commentators and interpreters 
who will seek to misinterpret or

ering one world crisis after an- 
other, would normally entitle any 
man to the relaxation which comes 
from honorable retirement,

During the Spring of 1989 world 
events made it clear to all, but 
blind partisans, that a great war 
in Europe had become not merely 
a possibility, but a probability, and 
that such a war would of necessi- 
ty deeply affect the future of this 
nation, 

When the conflict first broke 
out last September, it was. still 
my intention to announce clearly 
and simply, at an early date, that 
under no conditions would I ac- 
cept reelection, This fact was 
well known to my friends, and I 
think was understood by many 
citizens, 

It soon became evident, however, 
that such a public statement on 
my part would be unwise from 
the point of view of sheer public 
interest, As President of the 
United States, it was my duty, 
with the aid of Congress, to pre- 
serve our neutrality, to shape our 
program of defense to meet rapid 
changes, to keep our domestic af- 
fairs adjusted to shifting world 
conditions, and to sustain the poli- 
cy of the good neighbor, 

It was also my obvious duty to 
maintain to the utmost the influ- 
ence of this mighty nation in our 
effort to prevent the spread of 
war, and to sustain by all legal 
means those governments threat- 
ened by other governments which 
had rejected the principles of de- 
mocracy, 

Swiftly moving foreign events 
made necessary swift action at 
home and beyond the seas.

National unity 
in the United States became a 
crying essential in the face of the 
development of unbelievable types 
of espionage and _ international 
treachery, 

Every day that passed called for 
the postponement of personal pians 
and partisan debate until the lat- 
est possibk moment, The normal 
conditions under which I would 
have made public declaration of 
my personal desires were gone. 

Thinking solely of the national 
good and ‘of the international 
scene, I came to the reluctant 
conclusion that such declaration 
fhould not be made before the na- 
tional convention, It was accord- 
ingly made to you within an hour 
after the permanent organization 
of the convention, 

Like any other man, I am com- 
plimented by the honor you have 
done me. But I know you will 
understand the spirit in which I 
Say that no call of party alone 
would prevail upon me to accept 
reelection to the presidency, 

The real decision to be made in 
these circumstances is not the ac- 
ceptance of a nomination, but rath- 
er an ultimate willingness to serve 
if chosen by the electorate. Many 
considerations enter into this de- 
cision, 

During the past few months, 
with due congressional approval, 
we have been taking steps to im- 
plement the total defense of Amer- 
ica, I cannot forget that in car- 
rying out this program I have 
drafted into the service of the na- 
tion many men and women, taking 
them away from important pri. 
vate occupations, calling them sud- 
denly from their homes and their 
businesses, I have asked them to 
leave their own work, and to con- 
tribute their skill and experience 
to the cause of their nation. 

I, as the head of their goyern- 
ment, have asked them to do this,
